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When the Smoke Clears: 
From Loser to Leather

Picture it, Valentine’s Day, 2013. I’m picked up from the side of the road and put in the back of a police car. I’m barely able to keep my head 
up. I’m tired and dehydrated, and I keep asking, “Where is he taking me?” And the cop replies, “To the hospital.” I don’t even remember 
getting there. I don’t even remember how I got checked in. What I do remember, though, is thinking that this will be my third time admitted 
to the hospital in just as many months. 


The next day, I find myself sitting with a doctor, wearing nothing more than the usual ill-fitting scrubs over my malnourished body. I’m on my 
third cup of ice chips, and it’s only eight in the morning. The nurses, doctors, and other wards of the psych unit can all see it written across my 
face and in my behavior. They all know it. I am addicted to crystal meth. 


They also know that they are all powerless to help me, for the only way to fix it—the only way to fix me—is me. At this point, if I continue 
the way I am, it would only be a matter of time before I ended up in jail or dead. The choice is mine: continue on my self destructive path or 
attempt the much harder route of getting clean. I braved the latter. 


I would go on to spend seven days there at that hospital, which was, at the time, the longest time I had ever gone without the drug in my system. 
I was still tired; I still had to force myself to eat, but I did it. In 1-1 (one-on-one) therapy, we talked about why I used. We also looked at how 
often I used and the steps I could take to get better. I was also diagnosed with mental health issues, including bipolar II with rapid cycling. I left 
the hospital with nothing but a dream to be clean from ctystal meth. I had officially hit my own personal “rock bottom.” I was either going to 
climb out of the hole or keep digging deeper and deeper until the hole become my grave. 


I put my nose to the grindstone and went straight to work, and recovery is hard work. I used to say that I have two fulltime jobs, and one of 
them is recovery. I worked on who I was; on who I wanted to be and how to get there. I looked for answers, because I was tired of living only 
to get high. And, I wanted to live. I clung to that desire. 


Now, around that time, I had met a few local leather folks, who told me very bluntly that I could have what they have—and be a part of this 
awesome network of folks who had what I thought of at the time as strange and wild sex—but I had to get my “shit” together, for they told 
me there is no room for drugs in their world. And, boy, did I want to be a part of their world. And, like some recovery circles say, I was willing 
to go to any length to get it, even so far as walk away from a drug fueled existence. 


Now, picture it. Valentine’s Day 2018, and I can proudly say that I have been continuously clean for five years. All I needed was a reason outside 
of myself to stay clean, especially on those “hard” days. As corny as this is to type this, the leather community, as I found it five years ago, 
saved my life. They made me feel worth saving. And, you know why? It’s because the tenants of recovery which are honesty, transpatency, and 
service are very similar to those of leather and kink. And so, I latched on and did not let go. 


I’ve been clean, worked my program of recovery, all the while attending events, teaching new folks ways to have great sex, and now, I ama title 
holder (Tri-State Puppy, 2017). Doing it in a world that tends to center around bars and parties is not always easy, but I’m not the only one to 
have braved and completed this journey. There is a huge group of us who are in recovery in this community, who all are doing amazing things 
locally and abroad. We work different programs, go to different meetings, and do different kinds of work, but that’s because there is no “one 
size fits all” version of recovery. Let me say this again, there is no one size fits all version! Now, we do see each other regularly.and support 
each other, for we are our siblings’ keeper, doing what we can to get yet another day clean under our belts. Though, as for me, I don’t count 
many things anymore, but I do still count the days. And, no matter what happens, as long as I’m still clean, it’s a win. 
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How to repair ripped latex clothing

Let’s face the inevitable, all latex clothing is eventually going to tear. While you can ship it back to the manufacture and wait weeks for a repair, 
I’m going to show you how to perform these simple repairs at home—in under 20 minutes no less. If you’re interested in learning more about

Everything needed for the repair 


¢ Latex Glue — multiple sources sell good latex glue (I recommend either Blackstyle.de or 
EuroCatsuits.com) 

* Packaging tape — used to prevent the rubber from curling onto itself when applying 
glue 

¢ Paint Brush / Plastic Card — used to apply latex glue 

¢ Purple Permanent Marker — purple shows up best against black latex 

¢ Rotary Cutter — used to cut latex 

¢ Ruler — used to measure how much patch is needed to cover the rip 

¢ Solvent — used to clean any lube/shine/talc off the rubber (the two most common sol- 
vents for rubber repair are heptane and paint thinner) 

¢ Spare Latex — preferably the same color and thickness as the clothing you are repairing 





Getting started 


Here’s the rip we'll be repairing. Tears around zippers are very common since the rubber is usu- 
ally put under a lot of stress against the rigid and non-stretchable zipper. 

Before beginning the repair, we need to clean any shine, lube, or talcum powder off the rubbers 
surface, for these can prevent the glue from properly sticking. 





Now, simply pour your solvent of choice (heptane or paint thinner) onto a paper towel and 
gently wipe the area where the patch will be applied. Be careful around seams as these solvents 
WILL dissolve the glue holding your clothing together. 


For this repair, we will be adding a patch to both the inside and outside of the suit. Make sure 
to clean both sides with solvent. If the rubber patch also has any dirt or talcum powder, it’s 
recommended to clean this off. 


*“* Make sure to wait at least 10 minutes for the solvent to fully dry before moving onto the 
next step. *** 


It should be quite noticeable which area was wiped down. There is no shine and the rubber has 
a matte finish compared to the surrounding suit which still has its glossy look. 





Making the patch 


We need the dimensions of the patch before we can cut something out. For this, I use a 
ruler and measure at least half an inch of clearance on each side of the rip. I then mark the 
edges of the measurements with a purple permanent marker. In this particular repair, the 
patch is going to be 2 inches by 3 inches. 





Using the rotary cutter, we can now cut a latex patch with these dimensions. 
A pair of scissors can also be used, but these usually create a more “jagged” 
cut which looks less professional. Once the patch is cut, we can round off the 
corners. This helps prevent someone from accidentally tearing off the patch. 





Now, it’s time to begin gluing. In preparation for this, the patch 
has been stuck to a piece of packaging tape. When glue is ap- 
plied, the rubber is going to curl up. This prevents the rubber 
from curling and sticking to itself. 





Gluing the patch 


Now it’s time to add some latex glue! For this, you can use either a paint brush or a plas- 
tic card. I found that the plastic card provides a bit more of an even coat and avoids the 
presence of any brush strokes. But, of course, it’s up to user preference. It is important, 
though, not to glob on too much glue as this will make the patch too rigid and cause it to 
not stretch correctly with the rest of the latex material. 





Once glue has been applied to the patch, it’s important to wait about five min- 
utes for the glue to dry. While that may seem counter intuitive, the patch actually 
won't stick well when the glue is wet. It also increases the chances of ait bubbles 
and the appearance of ripples in the patch. You'll know the glue is dry enough 
when it’s slightly tacky to the touch and the rubber curling isn’t as harsh. 





While we wait for the patch to dry, apply a light layer of glue to the clothing with a 
paintbrush. This first patch is being applied to the inside of the suit, however, we 
will repeat these steps for a second patch on the outside of the suit. 
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After waiting five minutes for the glue to become tacky on both the clothing and patch, 
we can begin pressing the patch onto the clothing. Again, be very careful when setting 
this into place as to avoid air bubbles or the appearance of ripples which compromise 
the integrity of the patch. 


Once the patch is on, make sure to press down firmly to ensure a strong bond (a rolling 
pin can also be used to complete this step). 


Once the patch is on, make sure to feel around the sides for any at- 
eas that may have missed a complete coating of glue. Using the paint 
brush, I add a few extra dots of glue to secure everything in place. 





Finally, our patch job is complete! To be extra secure, repeat these steps were for 
the front of the suit. With most rubber, there is a shiny side and a matte side, so 
when gluing the front patch, it’s important to remember gluing the patch “shiny 
side up.” Lastly, the glue takes about twenty four hours to dry before the suit 
can be worn. If you wish to shine your suit, it’s good to wait a week in order to 
ensure everything has completely cured. 


Now, it’s time to gear up and enjoy your newly repaired latex clothing!

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Common Ground: Fostering 
inclusiveness in Our Community 


Pup play is one of the fastest growing kinks in the 
world. It has expanded from its beginnings in gay 
BDSM (Bondage, Discipline/Domination, Sub- 
mission/Sadism, and Masochism) subculture and 
is now enjoyed across cultures by persons of all 
genders and sexual orientations. Perhaps no other 
fetish in the greater kink community has grown as 
fast as pup play, and the uniqueness and diversity 
found in this ever growing number of pups and 
handlers has challenged many a leather group to 
reexamine their identity and redefine their mean- 
ings of acceptance and inclusion. This challenge, 
at times, has definitely met with tension and con- 
flict, especially with more traditional mindsets 
and practices within the kink and even broader 
LGBTQ communities, but embracing those on 
the fringes of society is entirely consistent with 
our history as LGBTQ persons. And, understand- 
ing where we as pups and handlers fit into this 
world is an exercise in educating ourselves on who 
we ate, knowing and understanding our shared 
history, and upholding the principles for which we 
and those before us have fought. 


No group of people can flourish if they do not 
have an identity. Pup play is one of the most di- 
verse and adaptable kinks as it is practiced in sex- 
ual, social, mentoring, role playing, and power ex- 
change contexts (to but name a few). There are 
pups who like to play, others who like to cuddle, 
service pups, lone wolves, and countless other ex- 
pressions. Pup play taps into the primal hardwired 
animal instinct shared by all humans, leaving no 
surprise as to why so many discover that being a 
pup is just part of who they are. For many, pup 
play often transcends kink headspace, becoming 
a fully involved lifestyle—collars are worn with 
ptide every day and someone shouting “woof,” 
“ball,” or “squirrel” gets an immediate and invol- 
untaty response. Many of us pups and handlers 
are also avid kinksters—we’re trainers (and pups) 
who are also leather daddies, rubber pups, prac- 
titioners of BDSM, and much more. This inter- 
sectionality of lifestyle, kink, and human nature 
makes it difficult to easily define us as a group, but 
this is what makes us so unique and open. This is 
why so many fit into our community and why so 
many of us fit into other communities. 


This integration of lifestyles, though, has at times 
created perceived “invasions” of pups into once 
tightly held kink communities—not to exclude 
even the invasion of non-LGBTQ people into 
such a space. With so many differing personalities 
and points of view present, it is not surprising that 
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friction might develop. But, as handlers and pups, 
our identity remains, it must remain, one of diver- 
sity and inclusion—no individual will ever fit easily 
into an ordered box. We pups and handlers unite 
in our uniqueness, openness to other, and our un- 
wavering resolve to dare to be different. 


Still, we must find common ground to create a 
welcoming and loving community, and knowing 
our history is an important piece of this charge. 


Pup play wasn’t always as inclusive, and it definite- 
ly wasn’t as diverse. Although animal play is as old 
as recorded human history, our modern version 
of pup play was born in the leather community 
during the sexual revolution of the 60s and 70s. It 
was otiginally the domain of boys who wished to 
be humiliated, and it was seen as a form of deg- 
radation. Now we see fully empowered “pupple” 
teaching classes, marching in parades, and even 
winning leather titles once only accessible to those 
who humiliated us pups. But we have come into 
out own, so much so that there are times where 
we pups are the sole competitors in certain leather 
competitions. To many, this transformation seems 
to have happened overnight. And, unfortunately, 
there are not many skilled mentors left to bridge 
the gap between the traditional kink world and 
modern pup culture—those who would know and 
have experienced this transformation of the pup 
community. Those traditional leathermen who 
lived through the AIDS crisis and remember a 
world where loved ones died every week are few 
and far between., and those remaining few spend 
disproportionate amounts of time traveling the 
world educating new cohorts of kinksters. To 
their dismay, there is not a concurrent expansion 
of skilled mentors and trainers to help them with 
their task. This creates a fear of losing caspects of 
our leather culture and losing the safe queer spaces 
once crucial to our very survival. As our commu- 
nity grows, we must preserve our shared history. It 
is critical that we take the time to learn from those 
with whom we share space. We must also embrace 
the positive and inclusive values espoused by the 
previous generation while simultaneously estab- 
lishing our place in the world. We shouldn’t be 
afraid to welcome others into our community just 
as we should be welcomed into theirs. We all have 
wonderful stories to share and can give one anoth- 
er perspective and encouragement on all aspects 
of the lifestyle. If we can do this, we might just 
see those fears fade and have them be replaced by 
hope through open arms. 


Those before us fought an incredible battle in 
otder that we can enjoy a greater level of accep- 
tance today, and we must continue the fight, adapt, 
and grow in order to enjoy even greater accep- 
tance tomorrow. The gay community of old was 
an eclectic mix of gay men, trans persons, drag 
queens, leathermen, sissy boys, lesbians, bisexuals, 
and anyone else deemed “deviant” by society. All 
of our predecessors fought together to gain the 
right to be seen as equals. To be happy. To be free 
to live. Our history was one of blood, sweat, and 
many, many tears. Puppies (and pup adjacents) are 
the next group to be part of the family. Divisive- 
ness and exclusion cannot rule any of the groups 
we call home. We have all fought too hard to let 
our culture descend into the very things we fought 
against—that is, exclusivity and closemindedness. 
We should all be welcoming of each other and 
unite together to fight for the rights that we still 
do not have and those currently being threatened. 
Our queer space will always be there for all of us. 
Our traditions will not be forgotten. It is up to us 
to see to this. 


This may have been a lot to take in, and you may 
have felt challenged by what I have written. It is 
natural to think that nothing is wrong with the 
world around us, and that may be true sometimes. 
In many places, pups are just as much a part of the 
community as anyone else, and the pup communi- 
ty itself is welcoming of all genders and sexuali- 
ties. Drama is few and far between. These are the 
models we have to look to for guidance. Educa- 
tion, understanding history, and finding common 
ground are easy fixes to utter, but, boy, are they 
difficult to practice. We are so used to carving out 
our individual identities that we lose sight of the 
big picture. But, if we take a little time to think 
of how we can improve the world around us and 
be more inclusive and accepting, we will find the 
true meaning of community. From the shadows 
until now, we have all proudly walked around flag- 
ging our colors, but always remember, we’re all the 
same color on the inside.
